The President's Mes- 
sage. 


Commendably Brief 
Document. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10,—1'Vllow citi 


ZUIIM of tlie Somite mid Ifouso of Repre- 
sentatives: The iiiljourninuiit of tlie 
last congress without making appropria- 
tions for tlio support of tlio army for 
the present tincul your has rendered nee- 
1'Hnai'y a suspension of payments (o tlio 
officers and men the sumo due them foi 
services rendered after the 110th of Jun 
last. The .army exists by virtue of stat- 
utes which prescribes its numbers, reg- 
nhites its organisation and employment, 
and which fix the pay of its ollieers and 
men mid deftlare their rif?lit to receive 
the same at stated periods. 
The stat- 


utes, however, do not authorise the pay- 
ment of troops in tho iibsenre of specific 
appropriation therefor. 
The constitu- 


tion has wisely provided (hat no money 
shall bo'dmwn from tliu treasury but in 
vonso<|iiei)(!u of appropriations made by 


law, 
and it has also declared by statute 


that no department of (ho government 
shall expend in any one fiscal year any 
sum in excess of tho appropriation mad' 
by congress for that liseal year. 


We have, therefore, an army in ser- 


vice authorized by law and entitled ti 
In* paid, but no funds available for llmt 
purpose, 
It may also lie said as an ad- 


ditional incentive to prompt action by 
congress, that .since the commencement 
of the lineal year the army, though with- 
out puy, has been uonstiinlly and active' 
)y employed in arduous and dangcrout 
service, in the performance of whieli 
both uHicei'H and men have discharjj,cii 
their duties with fidelity and courage 
and without, complaint. These circuit 
stances, in my judgment, constitute ai 
extraordinary occasion, requiring (ha 
congress be convened in advance ol 
the time prescribed by law for youi 
meeting in regular session, 


The importance of speedy action up 


on this subject on .the part of congress 
is so manifest that L 
vcntuVe to sug 


gest, the propriety of making the neces 
sary approprintions for I he support o 
(lie army 
for the current year a(, its 


present maximum numerical strength o 
25,000 men, leaving fur future consid 
oration all <|iicstions relating to an in 
crease or decrease in the number of en 
listed men. 
In the event of a redue 


lion of the army by subsequent legislu 
lion during the liscal your, tlio excess in 
appropriation could not be expended 
and, in the event of its enlargement 
the udditional sum required for the pay 
incut i>f (he extra force could not IIL 
provided in due time. 
I t would be tin 


just to tfle troops now in the service 
mill wlioiM) pay ih now largely in arrears, 
if payment lo them should be fiirlhci 
postponed until after 
congress shal 


liave considered all the questions likely 
to arise hi the efforts to fix the propel 
limit to tho strength of tho army. Knti- 
niatos of the appropriation for the mili- 
tary establishment for' tho fiscal yoiu 
ending June lid, 1878, were transmitted 
to congress by the former secretary of 
treasury at the opening of its session 
last December. These estimates, modi- 
lied by the present secretary so as to 
conform 
to present requirements, are 


now renewed, amounting to $32,436,- 
704.08, and, having been.transmitted to 
both houses of congress, are submitloil 
for your consideration. 


There is also required by tho navy 


department $2,003,81)1.27. This suin 
is made np of $1,44(1,888,11! duo to 
ollieers and enlisted men for the last 
quarter of the last fiscal year; $!{] 
!)5!J,50 due for advances made by the 
liseal agent of the government in Lon- 
don for the support of the foreign ser- 
vice; $50,000 due to the naval hospital 
fund; $150.000 duo for arrearages I'm 
pay to officers, and $42,2111,58 for the 
support of the marine corps. 


Thoro will also be needed another 


appropriation of $262,51)5.22. to defray 
(he unsettled expenses ol' the United 
Stales courts for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, last,' now due to attorneys, 
clerks, commissioners and murslnilK, :m<l 
fin' rent of court-rooms, lite support of 
prisoners and other deficiencies. 


A part of the building of the Inter! 


or Department was destroyed by five on 
the 24th of last month. 
iSome imme- 


diate repairs mid temporary structures 
have, in consequence, become nccessury, 
I'sliiiwtuN for which will bi1 transmitted 
to congress Immediately, and an appro 
priution of the requisite funds is re- 
spectfully recommended, 


The secretary of (he treasury 
will 


communicate to congress, in uonncction 
with the estimates for the appropria- 
tions lor the support of the army for 
the current year, estimates for such 
other deficiencies 
in 
the 
different 


branches ol' the public service an re- 
quire immediate action and can not 
without inconvenience be postponed un- 
til the regular session. 


T take this opportunity to invite your 


attention to the propriety of adopting 
at your present session the necessary 
legislation to enable the people of the 
United'States to participate in the ad- 
vantages of the International Exhibi- 
tion of agriculture, industry and fine 
arts, which is to be held at Paris in 
1878, and in which this government has 
ecu invited 
by the government of 


Franco to take part. 
Thin invitation 


was communicated to this Government 
in 1870, by the Minister of France at 
this capital, and a copy thereof was 
submitted to the proper committee of 


ongress at the last session,' but no nc- 
ion was taken upon the subject. 
The 


Department of State has received many 
[otters from varioiiH parts of the coun- 
try expressing a desire to participate iu 
the exhibition, and numerous applica- 
tions of a similar nature have, ulio 
been made at the United Stilton Lcgii 
tion at Paris. 


Tlie Department of Slate has also re 


ccivi-d omclal advices of the strong desire 
on the part of the French Government 
that the United States should participate 
in the enterprise, and apace has hitherto 
ueei) and Is still reserved in the exhibition 
building for the use of exhibitors from the 
United States, to the exclusion of olhcii. 
parties who have been applicants therefor, 
in order that our indus(rics may be proper- 
ly represented at, the Exhibition. An ap- 
propriation will be needed for the pay- 
ment of salaries of Commissioners, for Die 
transportation of goods, and for other pur- 
poses in connection with the object in 
view. As May next is the time fixed for 
the opening of the Exhibition, if onrcili 
/.ens are to share the advantages of 1hin in- 
ternational competition for the trade ol 
other nations, the necessity of immediate 
action is apparent to emiole the United 
States to co-operate. In the Interimlkiniil 
Exhibition which was held at Vienna, in 
1878, Congress then passed a joint, resolu- 
tion making an appropriation of $200,000, 
and authorizing the President to appoint 
a certain number of practical artisans ami 
Hcicnlillc man, who should attend the Ex- 
hibltiun hntl report their proceedings and 
observations to him. Provision was ulsr 
made for the appointment of a number ol 
honorary Commissioners. 
• 1 have felt that prompt action by Con 
gresH in accepting the Invitation ol' tin! 
Government of France is of so much in- 
terest to the people of this country and s<; 
suitable lo the cordial relations between 
the Govcriimi'iils of the two rmmliies, 
that the subject might properly be pre- 
sented for attention at, your present ses- 
sion.
